This scheme enables exporters to obtain export finance from their bank at a special 
low rate. Major projects carried out by British firms in overseas countries can be financed by the buyer 
credit technique which gives the exporter the bulk of his payment on shipment of the goods. Similar to this is 
the line of credit facility which extends the buyer credit principle to include contracts often with an 
individual value as low as £10,000.
